1 . The declaration filed on 1/21/09 under 37 CFR 1 .131 is sufficient to overcome 
the Sprenkie et al (2008/003861 1) reference as the petition is granted by the board of 
petition on 2/17/09. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
argument filed on 1/21/09 is persuasive as to the point that the prior art fails to teach or 
renders obvious a process including the step of disposing a stabilizer precursor having 
a stabilizer sintering shrinkage on the electrode precursor on a side opposite the 
electrolyte precursor to form a precursor assembly, wherein a difference between the 
electrolyte sintering shrinkage and the stabilizer sintering shrinkage is less than or equal 
to ±1 % and the sintered ceramic assembly has less than or equal to about 5.0 degrees 
chamber as the context of the claims 1 and 26.
